The tendency toward land 
I'.rdism and tenantry is remarkabl 
in all parts of the country. In th 
Southern Slates there is a Hpecia 
reason tor this system growing mi 
of the tillage ot lands by negroes wh 
are unable so buy the ground the 
till. As the negroes become thrift, 
and able to purchase the proportion 
of owners who work their own farm. 
may be increased in the South; but 
in ihe Sorth the reasons for thi 
gradual change are likely to reman 
continuous. In the older States the 
prosperous farmers as they become 
old seek the ease of town life, and 
hi re their farm=! to others— perhaps 
their uwn children, if the children do 
not also seek town employment or go 
West. In the "West the large grants of 
arable land to corporations and large 
purchases by speculative 
owners 


have tended to diminish the owner- 
ship of small holdings. The work of 
great bodies of land by machinerv 
has also had its effect in discouraging 
small farming and individual owner"- 
ship.J 


This tendency toward landlordism, 


whlie in .-some aspects of the nntter 
regrettable, is undoubtedly a proof 
that, as a rule, farmers have found 
their vocation prosperous: otherwise 
they could not afford to be landlords, 
and their tenantry could not afford to 
pay a desirable rental.

Saturday night a complaint was 


filed by John E. Thomas against 
Charles 
Scott^, 
charging 
the 


latter with an attempt at bribery on 
election day. When Scott came in 
from tis ran he was placed under ar- 
rest, but gave bail and was released 
His trial is set for Tuesday morning 
41 ten o'clock. The affidavit charges 
that Scott 
"did unlawfully and 


ourruptly offer and give to affiant, 
John it."Thomas,~the sum of three 
dollars as a gift, and bribe and re- 
ward to corrupt, influence and pro- 
oure affiant to cast his vote at said 
election." 


The charge is a bluff designed by 


the Republican managers to intimi- 
date the colored voters who may at 
any time feel impelled to vote the 
Democratic ticket or any portion of 
it. They regard the colored people 
as their political chattels who should 
corae up and vote according to the 
dictations of the Republican party 
bosses, and when the colored voters 
refuse to be led about by the neck, 
these same bosses seek to intimidate 
them by such charges as have been 
brought against Charley Scott. 


Charley Scott says h'e is anxious 


for the trial, for he has no doubt as 
to complete exoneration from the 
charge. He denies chat he made any 
attempt to buy any votes. He hired 
John Thomas to work for Greenland 
on election day, but did not make 
him or anyone else any offer for their 
vote. 


John R. Thomas, the plaintiff in 


the case, regards himself as a colored 
political hustler and boasted on the 
evening after the election that he 
bad received money from three differ- 
ent sources for his election day work. 
He was paid money by two Kepubli- 
can candidates for" the same service 
be was hired to perform by Charles 
Scott. If he was bribed by Scott he 
was also bribed by the tw'o Republi- 
cans, whose money he took OH elec- 
tion day. 


Tne fact of the matter is, John R. 


Thomas was hired to work on election 
day and was paid for his t-inis. while 
so employed. This would have been 
regarded as a legitimate political ex- 
penditure and Thomas would have 
been content had not members of the 
lep'iu'ican City Committee, who 
were displeased 
because 
Charley 


Scott and other colored voters worked 
against the Republican ticket, made 
propositions to Thomas, thai induced 
him to file the charge. 


Scort and Thomas, who are both 


members of the ' colored lodge of 
Knights of Pythias, have had some 
recent trouble in the lodge. This 
reached the ears of the Republican 
gang, and they saw :i chance to use 
Thomas to help in their scheme of in- 
timidation by working on the feeling 
existing between him and Scott. 
They sent for him and offered him a 
steady job on the street force if he- 
would flle the affidavit against Scott. 
This was done Saturday night, and 
Thomas confidently expected to get 
his reward by being put to work this 
morning, so he threw up his job 
working for the Coulson people in 
South Lima, on the grading of "West 
street, and was all ready to receive 
his reward this morning for Saturdav 
night's affidavit. But the Republi- 
can bosses were too smooth for John. 
They got the affidavit and will not 
give him the job until he gives the 
proper evidence to-morrow morning; 
when the case comes up. Even then 
it is not at all certain that John will 
get his job. 
If he kicks too much, 


these bosses will tell him to keep 
quiet or they will put him

tor receiving money for his vote on 
election day. 
These bosses have not 


yet told John, yet it is a fact that 
the man who sells his vote for a 
money consideration is as guilty as he 
who buys it, and he is just as apt to 
get behind the bars for it. 
John

his testimony to-morrow morning or 
he will so criminate himself that he 
will have great trouble getting clear. 
One thing is certain—if Scott is'guil- 
ty of offering a bribe, Thomas is just 
as guilty in receiving it.

The people who induced 
John 


Thomas to publicly make affidavit 
that he was offered money as a bribe, 
when it is a recognized fact that he 
took the money, should have read to 
him the following paragraph from 
the election law of 380?., prescribing 
the penalty which attaches to the 
taking of a bribe for one's vote: 


SEC. 
33. Whoever, being an elect- 


or, directly or indirectly, by himself 
or through any other person, receives, 
agrees or contracts lor, before, during 
or after an election, any money, gift, 
loan or other valuable consideration, 
office, place or employment, for him- 
self or any other person, for register- 
ing or agreeing to register, or for re- 
frainin * or agreeing to refrain from 
registering for any election, or for 
voting, or agreeing to vote, or for re- 
fraining or agreeing to refrain from 
voting at any election, or for voting 
or agreeing to vote, or refraining or 
agreeing to refrain from voting for 
any particular person or persons, or 
proposition or question at any elec- 
tion, shall be iined not more than five 
hundred dollars or imprisoned not 
more than one vear, or both.

The charge is a bluff designed by 


ihe Republican managers to intimi- 
date tbe colored voters who may at 
tiny time feel impelled to vote the 
Democratic ticket or any portion of 
it. They regard the colored people 
as their political chattels who should 
coine up and vote according to the 
dictations of the Republican party 
bosses, and wben the colored voters 
refuse to be led abont by the neck, 
these same bosses seek to Intimidate 
them by such charges as have been 
brought against Charley Scoit. 


Charley Scott says be is anxious

Society of Ohio, spoke yeslwday 
morning from the pulpit of the Dis- 
ciple church and the Mala street 
Presbyterian church in the evening, 
and addressed the. First Baptist Sun- 
day school at the noon hour. 


Amone other things, the Doctor 


said: 


"Our society diligently hunts up 


all good families who may desire to 
take a child to raise either by con- 
tract or adoption, and supplies the 
want bv furnishing some little or- 
phan "or 
deserted 
child 
who 


either now is, or 
is liable 
to 


b-jcome 
a 
public 
charge, 


placing them where it is thought best 
at a distance sufficiently remote to 
reduce the liability of interference by 
relatives and so-called friends, to the 
minimum. 
The work of this society 


differs from that of 'the ordinary 
children's aid societies of large cities, 
in that it has in each locality where 
children are placed, local advisors, 
not 
only 
place, 
but 
supervise, 


all its wards until of legal age. 


"Existing methods are not in any 


sense antagonized; on the contrary,the 
work is done along with and where 
desired, in aid ol county and state 
institutions.
